POLICE CHIEPS OONE'ER 


The Chief Constables’ Association has 
been meeting in Calgary. This organiza- 
tion represents the police forces, Dom- 
inion, provincial and municipal, upon | 
whom is placed the responsibility for en- 
forcing law, maintaining order, protecting | 
life and property throughout the country, | 
It is of importance to the public that the 
men who have the direction of these 
forces meet once a year to get acquainted, 
exchange experience, and -discuss meas- 
ures for the better discharge of their 
duties. 

Such contacts make for co-operation, 
At a time when criminal elements show a

In 
the eastern industrial centres the same | 
condition prevails. The western crop will | 
require fewer harvesters this year than | 
last. 

This is unfortunate, but ony narm 
could come from ignoring the fact.

Dominion is not at present in position to 
accept any considerable influx of people 
who must find work, particularly people | 
of the very classes whose migration would | 
do most to relieve conditions in Britain, | 
There is only one way to alter the situa- | 
tion for the better. That is, to stimulate 
an increase of industrial enterprise in 
Canada which will open up new oppor- | 
tunities for employment. If Mr, Thomas

MALIGNANT TUMORS 

Any unnatural enlargements of tissues within the body is known as a 
tumor, 6ome of them do no damage other than might be caused by preshure 
upon neighboring organs; others tend to injure the general health, invade 
neighboring tissues, recur after removal, and produce death by toxic poison- 
ing. There are many different kinds of both types of 
tumors, depending upon the shapes and the composition 
of their cells. The comparatively harmless enlargement, 
such as fatty tumors of the skin and the fibrous tumors 
of the uterus, have become known as benign tumors; 
and the dangerous tumors, such as cancer or carcinoma, 
and sarcomas are known as malignant tumors. 

Millions of dollars have been spent in trying to 
discover the cause of malignant tumors, but the cause 
is still unknown in spite of the many theories that have 
arisen from time to time, cach to be disproven almost as 
soon a8 propounded, We do know, however, that any 
Jong-continued irritation may result in cancer, T he ir- 
ritation from smoking a pipe is frequently the site for a cancer of the lip. The 
irritation from stomach ulcers frequently results in cancer of the stomach 
The use of pessaries and chemical preventives frequently results in cancer

Managers Travel Half a 
Million Miles to Oshawa 


OSHAWA, Ont., July 6—Almost a 
dollars a day is the total 
amount of busine&s being done in, 106 
countries at the present time by the 
three score directors of the largest 
export activity in the world, that of 
General Motors, who visited the 
Oshawa plants of General Motors of 
Canada this month, 

‘To make a two weeks’ tour of in- 
spection of the Canadian and United 
States plants these managing direc- 
tors of the overseas assembly plants 
and regional directors from Europe, 
South America, the Far East and the 
Caribbean travelled altogether half a 
million ocean miles 

A number of them who will be away 
from their homes for from threes to 
four months felt touches of homesick- 
ness at Oshawa as they watched the 
railway flat cz being loaded with 
huge cases addressed to the countries 
which they had left many weeks be- 
fore. One of them, G. P. Harrington, 
managing director of General Motors 
Java, mentioned that he would com- 
pletely circle the globe before return- 
ing home. Perhaps the most travelled 
of the group was E. M. Van Voorhees, 
managing director of General Motors 
Japan, who covered a distance of 
16,000 miles between Osaka and 
Oshawa, having come via the Trans- 
Siberian railway and Europe 

In welcoming the party to Oshawa, 
Mr. McLaughlin complimented J. D. 
president of the export com- 
pany on the rapid expansion of his 
organization whose business had 
grown from $121,000 in the first year 
to more than a million a day, In 
April of this year the sale of 35,000 
units created a new export record for 
all time 

Twenty-thousand men and women 
are now employed by the export divi- 
sion which operates through 24 as- 
sembly plants and warehousing op- 
erations and 9,000 dealers. About the
